As his captor ac- 
costed him the bandit made a 
lightning-like move for his holster, 
drew and fired, but the bullet went 
wide.. Puckett grappled with his 
man and overpowered him. 

On_ his person were found a .38- 
caliber revolver, two bottles of 
nitregiycerin, $500 worth of jew- 
elry and thousands of dollars worth 
of negotiable papers. He will be 
returned to New Briton, , where 
he is wanted in the slaying of

Battered Body is 
Found at Port 


Police Baffled by Slaying 
of Member of Pioneer | 
San Pedro Family 


Robbery Not Crime Motive as 
Money Found on Victim; 
Sisters Not Located — 


Disclosing what police declare 
is a mysterious murder, the body 
of August Timms, 25 years of age. 
captain of a Terminal Island fer- 
ry and a member of a pioneer 
family of San Pedro, was found 
last night at the foot of a twen- 
ty-foot embankment below his 
home at 265 West EKighth street. 
San Pedro. 

Examination of the body showed 
the skull to have been penetrated 
by a blunt instrument; the face 
was battered almost to a pulp 
and the clothing was  biood- 
stained. Police believe Timms was 
attacked by a mysterious enemy 
at the rear of his rooms and fell 
or was thrown over the embank- 
ment. They declare it is impos- 
sible for the face to have been 
so injured merely in a fall. 

In a search for the slayer po- 
lice are baffied. landlady of 
the house where Timms lived 
he came home about two hours 
before the body was found. He 
was alone, she sald, and so far 
as she knows no one entered his 
room during the time intervening 
between his arrival and the time 
his body was found. Timms bore 
an excellent reputation and was 
siways quiet: he had no known 
enemies. Robbery evidently was 
not a motive for the slaying as 
a considerable amount of money 
wes found on the body. 

Timms was unmarried and 
lived at the house with. two sis- 
ters, Norma Timms and Mrs. Eg- 
bert Luts, both of whom were 
absent at the time the body wae 
found. Neither had been located 
last night. Timms was @ gre 
ate of Ban Pedro High School. His 

father wee one of the found- 
ers of Los Angeles Harbor, hav- 
ing built Timme's landing. the 
first deepwater wharf where s«ail- 
ing vessels docked half a century

The gasoline tax was originated 
in Oregon in 1919, at 1 cent a gal- 
lon. The next biennial session of 
the Legisliature—in 1921—doubled 
it, making 2 cents, and the next 
Legisiature—that of 1923—added 
another cent, for a total of 3. The 
Legislature soon meets again, and 
once again witli consider more 
taxation. 

What has happened in Oregon 
has happened elsewhere on the Pa- 
cific Coast. California adopted a 
gasoline tax two years ago. The 
California Legislature is again in 
session, and it is proposed that the 
tax be increased. In 1921 the State 
of Washington adopted a i-cent 
tax, and made it 2 cents two years 
later. Nevada adopted a 3-cent tax 
in 1923, and is now considering 
an increase. Arizona decided on 
@ i-cent tax in 1921, and made it 
3 cents in 1923. 

DANGEROUS LENGTHS 


No opportunity has been lost in 
any of these States to Increase gas- 
oline taxes. The two-year inter- 
vals between revisions upward pre- 
sumably exist only because the 
various Legislatures meet every two 
years.
